This office action is responsive to communication filed on 06/06/01 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipate by Lee et 
al (US 2002/0120719; hereinafter Lee). 

Regarding claim 1 , Lee teaches a system for wireless exchange of data with 
hand held devices (fig. 3; paras. 0009) comprising a hand held device (para. 0010) 
having operatively installed therein a browser (abstract; paras. 001 1 , 0042, and 0067) 
and at least one user agent (paras. 0025, 0026, and 0107), the device wirelessly 
connected to a wireless gateway server (51, fig. 3; paras. 0022 and 0023), the gateway 
server operatively connected to an origin server (61, fig. 3; paras 0003, 0013, via a 
global information exchange network (paras. 0085 - 0092).
